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The  following  titles  are  a  selection  of  those  that  have  been  reviewed  over  the  years 
in  Rehabilitation  Literature,  the  monthly  journal  published  by  the  National  Easter 
Seal  Society  for  Crippled  Children  and  Adults. 

These  books  may  serve  to  orient  the  new  professional  worker,  as  well  as  the  inter- 
ested voluntary  worker.  Their  selection  as  recommended  reading  by  patients  under- 
going rehabilitation  treatment  is  best  performed  by  qualified  personnel,  such  as 
hospital  librarians  or  rehabilitation  counselors,  who  will  understand  the  purpose 
of  such  reading  and  books  that  may  be  recommended. 

Books  written  for  children  are  identified  by  the  abbreviation  (Juv) .   Books  written 
for  young  people — teen-agers — are  marked  by  a  (Y) .  Many  of  the  adult  books,  however, 
would  be  found  suitable  for  the  interested  high  school  student. 

Many  of  the  older  books  in  this  list  are  now  out  of  print.  Only  those  books  whose 
prices  are  included  were  known  to  be  in  print  at  the  time  this  checklist  was  revised.
